1999 MILESTONE AWARD 


Gloria Rios Roth graduated high 
school in 1947. Her activities included 
cheerleading, gymnastics, basketball 
and the Leaders Club, 

Gloria taught the football team and 
the cheerleaders to square dance in the 
coach house attached to her home 
using Ed Deulacher's records in 1946, 
She began teaching and calling at the 
age of 17. Gloria graduated from the 
Westfield College in Massachusetts in 
1952 with a B.S. Degree in Education. 

She started calling with a band in 
her early years. Gloria was married 
while in college and she and her 
husband could not find the type of 
facility they desired to conduct evening 
and weekend square dances, so they 
bought some land and built a place 
called "The Woodlands." The Wood- 
lands was a youth camp during the day 
and was used for square dancing 
during the evenings and on weekends 
for many years in the Springfield, 
Massachusetts area. Many different 
callers were involved with conducting 
square dances at this facility, including 
the Brundage brothers, Al and Bob. 

From 1951 thru 1964 she had 5 
children, She never missed a birthday. 
Gloria turned down bookings to be at 
home for birthdays. Gloria is the first 
female in the world to have called for 50

years. It's now almost 52 years. That in 
itself is a milestone. 

She was instrumental in organizing 
the Springfield Massachusetts Area 
Callers Association, involved in form- 
ing of the New England Council of 
Callers Associations, organized the 
Maritime Callers Association 26 years 
ago in the “The House of Roth,” 
conducted caller training scheols for 
more than 40 years, became an 
Accredited Caller Coach the very next 
year after Board approval of the initial 
nine (and she was the first), Gloria is 
the only female Accredited Caller 
Coach in Canada and she is one of only 
three in the world. Gloria has been 
active in CALLERLAB since 1975 and 
has served on several committees. 

Having been a caller for more than 
50 years, it is estimated that she has 
taught more than 1,600 people to square 
dance, That's an average of four 
squares per year, She has made 
numerous presentations at 
CALLERLAB Conventions including 
her invention of the Kaleidoscope 
Squares. The kaleidoscope was used in

Over the years she has been heavily 
involved in aquatics, directing and 
choreographing full length shows with 
swimmers, Gloria has coached the first 
place synchronized swim team in the 
Canadian games. She has had a calling 
experience that involved some Lippizan 
Stallions. "The House of Roth" began 


operating in about 1970 and is still very 
active today promoting square, round, 
contra, country western and line 
dancing. Gloria believes that square 
dance callers give of themselves much 
more than highly paid entertainers. 
Doing what we do night after night to 
entertain the dancers and to see the joy 
and fun that are generated. Gloria 
thoroughly enjoys bringing joy into 
others lives. 

There are many more accolades 
that could be mentioned. When you 
have the chance, you should sit 
down and talk with Gloria about her 
many experiences.

2 € granulated sugar 
6 eggs 
1/2 € creamy peanut butter 
2 С all purpose flour 
1/2 € chopped roasted peanuts 


1. Cream butter and sugar until light 
and fluffy. Add eggs, one at a time, beat- 
ing well after each addition. Blend in 
peanut butter, then flour. Pour into à 
lightly greased 10x5 inch loaf pan or 2 
9x5 inch loaf pans. 

2. Bake in preheated 350° oven for about 
1 1/2 hours for the large loaf and about 
50-60 minutes for the small loaves, or 
until center test is done. After about 15 
minutes of baking, sprinkle finely 
chopped peanuts onto the batter to give 
a crunchy topping.

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I have written often about the 
importance of square dance friend- 
ships. I met Eddie Mayall through 
square dancing more than 40 years 
ago. I was honored that his family 
asked me to speak at his funeral. 
These were my words. 

I think everyone knows that Eddie 
has been my best friend for what seems 
like forever. As square dance callers 
we have made a specialty of confusing 
the line between us. Many dancers, 
and even some callers, speak of Eddie 
Mayo and Jim Mayall. Often, dancers 
can't tell you which of us is calling 

While Helen and I stood at his 
bedside Eddie passed on to a new 
calling and I felt some part of me go 
with him. We have shared great joy and 
deep sorrows. Over the last few days I 
have come to understand that this 
sharing will go on. Eddie will always be 
sharing with all of us as he always did. 
The things we did with him will happen 
again and, when they do, he'll be there. 
We'll think of him and how he 
brightened our lives. We'll remember 
the help he gave us, the jokes he made, 
the toys or frames or steps or doors he 
made for us. He will make us laugh (or 
ery) again and again. 

It's already happened to me. I was 
talking with Helen about a death 
certificate - and kept calling it the birth 
certificate. As we walked out of the

with his hip crushed from the fall but 
not in pain. He was cracking jokes with 
the friend who had come with him and 
generally treating the place like a 
comedy stage. I’m sure that everyone 
can recall some occasion when Eddie 
made you laugh. No one could know 
him without that experience. 

When Eddie came into a room a 
bright light came with him. People had 
to smile. In the hospital it was no 
different. The people who were 
directly responsible were very atten- 
tive. But even those who were no 
longer assigned to him stopped by to 
see how he was doing. That's how 
everyone knew him. You just knew he 
loved you and you wanted to return 
some of that love. 

Eddie has an amazing string of 
accomplishments. It's way too long to 
include here. But I want to comment 
on the one І knew best. A long time ago 
1 taught Ed the mechanics of square 
dance calling. He took to it eagerly and 
loved it. It gave him a way to make a 
whole room full of people happy and 
nothing ever gave him more pleasure 
than making people happy.

THE BRIDGE 


Formation: Square 
Music: Any hoedown. 
Routine: 
One and three go forward and back 
Put the ladies in the center, make a bridge across the track (Ladies 1 & 3 
join right hands in the center retaining hand holds with their partner. 
This creates three arches). 
Now two (couple #2) thru the middle (arch) 
And four (couple #4) thru the ends 
(Couple 4 separate and go thru end arches). 
Swing on the other side 
Now four thru the middle (arch) 
And two thru the ends 
And everybody swings 
Repeat for the sides. Great fun is had when the caller changes the pat- 
tern and sends the ladies thru the middle and the gents thru the ends or 
vice versa. Enjoy! 
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As I write this I have just returned 
from the CALLERLAB Convention. It's 
always a busy time but it also gives me 
achance to chat with callers from other 
parts of the country and the world. 
Increasingly I am finding them sharing 
my concern for the dancer's success. 1 
have long urged callers to look beyond 
the front rows as they call and some are 
actually doing it. 

At most dances there are some 
really eager dancers who have studied 
to improve their skills and are able to 
get through most dance patterns 
without total collapse. They nearly 
always dance in the front of the hall. At 
most dances you are also likely to find 
a bunch of folks in the middle of the hall 
and beyond who are not as dedicated 
as the up-front crowd. Often these 
folks are having a little trouble and 
their squares are breaking down. They 
are laughing, of course, and they 
appear to be enjoying themselves. 
We've taught them in class that they 
should expect to break down now and 
again. (I'm not sure we made it clear 
how often that would be.) 

What surprised me for a long time 
was to hear callers whose floor was 
failing a lot tell me how important it 
was for dancers to be successful. I have 


look beyond the front row. I 
understand why this is. When I'm 
working with choreography that is not 
very familiar to me 1, too, watch the 
most reliable square | can find. | have 
learned that I do that and | try to make 
myself check the rest of the floor too. 
Another interesting thing that I have 
learned is that the square I am watching 
is almost certain to make it through 
whatever I call. I adjust the words and 
the timing to make sure of that. 

Our most popular New England 
callers are better than most at keeping 
the floor dancing. In many areas the 
dancer success rate runs much lower 
than the callers think it does. In fact, 
many callers seem effective unaware of 
whether the dancers are succeeding or 
not. Several have told me they watch 
the whole floor when it is very clear 
that they do not. 

Dancers tend to think they cause 
break downs. We have led them to 
believe they are solely responsible for 
their success on the floor. They think 
they should be able to overcome even 
poor timing or word choice or the wrong 
choreography for the floor. One way to 
tell is to look around when your square 
crashes. If several other squares are 
also down then the problem was

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FEEDBACK 





The articles in the April issue of 
NESDM, by Chris Pinkham (“Feedback 
From a Caller") and Ed Foote (“Dancing 
in Northern Europe”), really struck a 
chord with us. We are relatively new to 
square dancing (class of 98) and have 
noticed some glaring discrepancies in 
the ability of many professed Plus and 
Advanced level dancers. Also, as we 
went through the Basic program and into 
Mainstream it was very difficult to find 
dances at our level so that we might 
practice our newly acquired skills. 
Having now attained а reasonable 
proficiency at the Mainstream level we 
find it very frustrating to participate in 
squares at that level and have them 
break down because of the inability of 
alleged Plus and Advanced level dancers 
to dance at the Mainstream level. The 
Mainstream program is the foundation 
on which all other levels of square 
dancing are built, and without which the 
structure has no support. 

From our perspective, both clubs 


and callers need to step back and 
carefully examine the condition of 
present day square dancing. Adjust- 
ments must be made in both philosophy 
and attitude in order to reinforce the 
foundation. Square dancing appears to 
be at an ebb, at least in our area; where 
there were several clubs, now there is 
one. More than half our graduating 
class is no longer dancing. Why? Partly 
due to the unavailability of sufficient 
class and Mainstream dances within a 
reasonable driving distance to polish 
those skills learned in class. 

If clubs and callers refuse to make 
accommodations for the novice dancer 
to become proficient at the Mainstream 
level, where will square dancing be in 
five or ten years? Our own club 
scheduled one class dance this year, 
but other clubs in our area who have no 
class scheduled no class dances. As a 
result, our class has had to drive as far 
as 50-60 miles to find a dance at which 
to refine their skills. Also, after

dancers, our club scheduled only one 
Mainstream dance in its calendar. The 
message seems to be, "we trained you, 
but now we will give you few 
opportunities to dance with us until 
you complete a Plus program."

Here's a cute tune about a collector gone 
mad. As musical choices сап be personal, you'll have to check this one out for 
yourself. This might be fun to use for patter music as well. 


GMP-926 Baby Your Baby Bob Baier 
Some solid advice about relationship maintenance set to good GMP music. I 
always like the solid percussion track with its slight echo and the build toward the 
end of the progression used by GMP Records. 





GR-201 I'm Going Back To Indiana Jimmy Robison 
Here's one for you Rock 'N Rollers that like that honky tonk edge to your music. 
Strong harmonica lead with an acoustical twangy guitar in the background that 
jumps to the lead for part of the music. Depending on where your baby lives, 
replace Indiana accordingly. Check it out, and you'll see what | mean. 


CRC-122 That's The Way Matt Worley 
Energetic piece with fiddle and guitar and maybe a dobro(?) sharing the leads backed 
up by astrong percussion. And if that’s the way you like it then that's all right with me! 
CRC fans check this one out.

CAMPAIGN RESULTS

The Committee for the Promotion of 
Square and Round Dancing, Inc. 
conducted the first of а five-year 
campaign this past fall to promote the 
square and round dance activity 
throughout the state of Maine and parts 
of New Hampshire. 

Being aware of a prevailing poor 
public image of the activity, the 
Committee provided technical assis- 
tance in the production of a 30-second 
video and sound bite that was thought 
to be upbeat and enhanced with а 
"today" image. The promotional strat- 
egy focused on utilizing network TV 
ads over a two-week period in Septem- 
ber, one in Bangor and the other in 
Portland. The Bangor station gave an 
additional gratis week's worth of ads, 
totaling three weeks TV air-time in 
Bangor. То reinforce the visuals, 
three popular radio stations in 
Bangor, Portland, and Portsmouth 
were utilized during this period. 
Though we would like to have utilized 
more stations, these stations pro- 
vided air-time to a considerable 
population in the campaign area. 
Clubs throughout the area were also 
provided fliers to disseminate 
throughout their surrounding club's 
locations. 

All Committee sponsored advertis- 
ing encouraged calling 1-877- 
SOMEFUN, a toll free number, if more 
information was desired. Some clubs 
elected to add a local contact phone 


number to their fliers, of which we have 
no data to support the number of calls 
received as result of those additions. 

It appears that the analysis on the 
effectiveness of this past year's strate- 
gies is somewhat inconclusive, but 
many meaningful comments and sig- 
nificant data were provided from those 
surveys. Of interest, was that of the 45 
students who responded and attended 
the workshops, 23 had danced before, a 
figure that excluded gym class experi- 
ences. Clubs should take note of this as 
they begin formulating their individual 
recruitment strategies to perhaps dig 
through their archives of names and 
addresses of former members and send 
post cards to them. Also, perhaps 
tailoring à workshop for those folks 
without having to go back through the 
standard syllabus if they desire not to. 

Other significant data findings from 
the surveys returned included: 

(1) 8096 of the new dancers were 
between the age of 40-70 and six (6) 
being below the age of 40 (not 
impossible to recruit the younger 
generations). 

(2) 61% of the new dancers 
indicated that they had learned about 
the Square and Round Dance work- 
shops they had attended through 
friends, family, word of mouth, or club 
members. Another 31% had learned of 
the workshops via fliers, newspapers, 
or posters and 14% learned of the 
activity via TV and Radio ads. Note: 
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students were allowed to indicate 
multiple sources of learning about the 
workshops as appropriate. 

(3) Almost twice as many female 
students attended the workshops than 
males. 

(4) Of the fourteen (14) clubs 
responding, seventy-three (73) known 
students began the workshops and only 
thirty-four (34) of them remained 
through November. 

(5) The combined TV/Radio promo- 
tional effort generated a total of thirty- 
four (34) calls to the 1-877-SOMEFUN 
toll free number. Fifteen (15) of those 
calls came as a result of a yearly 
promo mailing that Channel 5 in 
Bangor conducted where the Commit- 
tee was given a 5'x 5' color printed 
block, free of charge, as part of the 
overall marketing strategy. It is 
interesting to note that perhaps the 
success of the calls in that area was 
due to the extended positive market- 
ing exposure the activity received. 

(6) The overall club survey ratings 
of the TV ads received were as follows: 
1-уегу good, 5-good, 1-fair, and 1-poor.

Although the first year of the 
promotional campaign is over, the 
Committee for the Promotion of Square 
and Round Dancing feels they gained 
considerable knowledge and will con- 
tinue to seek additional funds to assist 
in regional-wide efforts to promote the 
activity. 

The Committee thanks all the 
callers, cuers, dancers, and clubs who 
contributed to help us achieve our 
budgetary goals last year. We encour- 
age all to continue supporting the 
Committee as we explore additional 
marketing strategies to encourage 
"today's" population to participate in 
what we know to be an absolutely 
superb recreational activity. We have 
only just begun. There is still a road 
ahead of us. It will take time to 
significantly change the public's 
image of our activity. We have 
already begun the changing of the 
perception and must continue toward 
our goal of increasing the dancing 
population in the square and round 
dance activities.

In the February issue we discussed the spirit 
of square dancing. We asked whether the spirit was alive, 
passive or dead, and offered several examples. Since that 
article was published, more examples have been brought to 


my attention. These deal with caller/club relations. 


1. The spirit is alive when, if a club 
that has a number of guest callers is 
forced through circumstances beyond 
its control to cancel a dance, immedi- 
ately gives that canceled caller first 
choice for all future dates with the 
club. The spirit is passive or dead 
when the club simply forgets about 
that caller for the future. 

2. The spirit is alive when a caller, 
who thru his own mistake forgets to 
show up at a dance, offers to call his 
next dance for the club for free. The 
spirit is passive or dead when the caller 
does not make this offer. 

3. The spirit is alive when guest 
callers honor their contracts. The 
spirit is dead when callers cancel a 
contract at the last minute because 
they get a better paying offer, 
instead of first discussing the 
situation with the club to see how the 


club will be impacted. 

4. The spirit is alive when clubs 
honor contracts with guest callers. The 
spiritis dead when clubs cancel dances 
because members want to do some- 
thing else, with no thought that the 
caller will not be able to fill that date 
(because clubs book so far ahead, all 
other elubs in the area will be filled). 

In both #3 and #4, the “spirit is 
dead" examples can be translated to 
read: “I'm going to do what I want to do, 
and the heck with you." 

Each of these four examples is 
really about ethies. Both caller and 
club need to ask the question: "Are 
my actions in this situation ethical? 
Will my actions add to or detract 
from the spirit of square dancing?" 
Hopefully for the future of our 
activity, the answer will be one that 
adds to the spirit.

EDITOR'S FILES 


Two Important Items! 

One... 

For several years now, we 
have heard from many of our 
readers about the restrictions 
imposed upon square danc- 
ing. Of all the comments 
received, the amount of time 


to learn and the clothes worn are the top two concerns. Some 
perceive these items as major stumbling blocks to recruitment 


and some of the reasons why we don't 
get and keep people in square dancing. 

On May 15, at 9:00 A.M., a group of 
10 representatives from the major 
Square Dance organizations met in 
Cleveland to discuss how to help our 
recreation. Ed attended as the 
representative for the National 
Association of Square and Round 
Dance Suppliers. Early on the group 
narrowed its focus to one issue. By 
the time the meeting ended at 5:00, 
they had thrashed out the pros and 
cons of one major item - the square 
dance costume. 

The group agreed unanimously to 
one item and announced the follow- 
ing. "In an effort to enhance the 
Square Dance activity, the National 
Council of Square Dance Organiza- 
tions at its May 15, 1999, meeting 
held in Cleveland, Ohio, in conjunc- 
tion with the biennial meeting of 
Legacy, voted to recommend to their 
member organizations to expand the 
definition of proper Square Dance 
attire, which for a number of years 
has included prairie skirts, to now 
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include dress slacks and dress jeans 
for men and women and short sleeve 
dress shirts for the men." 

The Northeast Square Dancer 
Magazine endorses this action. It 
does make it more comfortable for 
young adults to join in with us. It 
allows those who would like to 
dance but feel uncomfortable with 
the current dress code, to wear 
more *modern" styling of clothes. 
That has a ring to it - “Modern” 
clothes for Western Style Square 
Dancing. We definitely are not 
talking of wearing the work jeans or 
the cutoffs, or tank tops. This 
change does not ruin the heritage 
we have. It does not take away 
anything from what we have. 

But, don't jump the gun yet. It has 
to be approved by the major 
organizations. If you feel this is a 
positive move, encourage your area 
associations to back the move. They 
in turn can let their desires be known 
to their parent organization. You can 
also send us your feedback on this 
important recommendation.

For years, we - the square dance 
community - have talked about what 
has to be done to help square 
dancing. Several minor attempts 
have been acted upon because to do 
anything, we need to know what the 
pros and cons are about our 
recreation. To do that takes money - a 
lot of money. Several schemes have 
been discussed and acted upon to 
raise money but very little has come 
of this. 

Recently, the Foundation for the 
Preservation and Promotion of Square 
Dancing committed to hire a market- 
ing firm to help determine how to 
promote and market square dancing. 
But, as we said, that takes a lot of 
money. On page 18, you will find an 
article written by Tony Oxendine 
regarding a new recording being 


released this month called "God 
Bless The USA". All money raised 
from the sale of this recording will go 
toward that goal. А lot of companies 
are involved in getting a recording to 
the market, and that takes money. 
They have all agreed to waive their 
fees. The record will be distributed 
with compensation to the distribu- 
tors and we will help promote the 
record and charge nothing for the 
advertising. 

You're familiar with the “put up or 
shut up" phrase. Well, a lot of people 
have - as they say - put up. We are 
asking you, whether you are a caller 
or not, to get behind this effort and 
purchase the record. 

The viable future of our recre- 
ation is at stake. Let's start turning 
things around.

Pass To The 
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The Sphinx of July 4 


That Thomas Jefferson authored 
the Declaration of Independence July 
4, 1776 is well known, but few square 
dancers realize he contributed more to 
the development of square dancing 
than any other president. 

“While in Washington, Jefferson 
also paid for memberships in three 
dancing assemblies, the Washington 
Dancing Assembly, the sT; 
Georgetown Dancing As- A 
sembly and the Dancing , 
Assemblies organized by } 
Pontius D. Stelle at his G 
hotel. We do not know 
whether he actually at- 
tended any of these assem- 
blies or whether he simply 
contributed to their sup- 
port. Since his daughter, 
Martha Randolph, and 
her children visited him 
during the winter of 1805- 
6, it is possible that her oldest daughter 
attended some of these assemblies.” 

The term “dancing assembly” 
came into use during his youth, about 
the time he stepped into Colonial 
dancing. “Not a bad dancer in my 
government,” bragged William Gooch, 
Virginia's British Governor. Henry 
Laurens of Charles Town, South 
Carolina complained about a customs 
building with a large assembly room 
built at public expense, “Pray what is 
your assembly about - dancing?” To 
dance was an obligation, not merely a 
personal freedom. Society considered 
the non dancer uneducated and

lacking in social graces. 

In Monticello, Jefferson's home, at 
a great assembly, about seven, the 
ladies and gentlemen began to dance 
in the ballroom - first minuets one 
round; second jiggs; third reel; and 
last of all country dances; tho’ they 
struck several marches occasionally - 
The music was a frenchhorn and two 
— violins - the ladies were 
^« dressed gay, and splendid, 
“ and when dancing, their 
isilks and brocades rustled 
ЭЖ) and trailed behind them. 
y Nowadays television 
news from Washington 
dwells on the issues of 
morality, character, and 
failures of important pub- 
lic and historical figures. 
In this social environment, 
Jefferson is perceived as 
inscrutable, complex, and 
enigmatic - asphinx. By contrast, prior 
to 1974 biographers venerated him as a 
man who “could calculate an ellipse, 
survey an estate, tie an artery, plan an 
edifice, try a cause, break a horse, 
dance a minuet, and play the violin.” 

Dancing ran in the Jefferson families. 
Peter, his father, ordered dance lessons 
for all his children, and, when they were 
orphaned, his executor paid “for teach- 
ing 5 children 6 months to dance.” 
Thomas did likewise for his children and 
also taught his grandchildren. 

At the College of William and Mary 
in Williamsburg, Virginia, he took 
dancing lessons from a Quaker couple 
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From the management and staff of The Northeast Square 
Dancer Magazine, our condolences to Pat White and the family 


of George White, Executive Director of CALLERLAB. 
George passed away Tuesday, June 1. 





in Raleigh Tavern. (Dancing on 
church property is modern, pioneered 
by square dancing.) The 62", 19 year 
old, red headed student was smitten 
by 16 year old Rebecca Burwell: 
"When, finally, on October 6, 1763, 
(he) danced with (her) in the Apollo 
Room, he found himself tongue-tied, 
stammering, and inept." There also, 
he: "bought a kit, a very small violin 
(with а narrow sound board) used 
chiefly by dancing masters. He de- 
signed and made a little case for it that 
would fit on his saddle and took it with 
him everywhere. Since its tone was 
subdued, he could practice on it in his 
room, wherever he happened to be, 
without disturbing anyone." 

In later life, he considered his 
greatest accomplishment the founding 
of the University of Virginia where he 
designed the U.S. secondary school 
system to include dancing. Even now 
elementary students are taught square 
dancing, though rarely. But nowhere 
did he give а complete and detailed 
listing of the “minuets, country dances, 
and several books” in his library. 

At the university he revealed his 
innermost, and perhaps last, thoughts 
on dancing. A biographer explains: 
“the Rotunda was to be reserved for 
private individuals to use to teach 
music, drawing, and dancing. In 
August 1825, Xaupi, who wished to 
teach dancing and fencing, learned 
that he might not be allowed to 
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continue to teach fencing. (In re- 
sponse) Jefferson wrote, ‘Dancing is 
generally, and justly, I think, consid- 
ered among the innocent and orna- 
mental accomplishments while we 
cannot so consider the art of stabbing 
and pistoling our friends, or dexterity 
in the practice of an instrument 
exclusively used for killing our fellow 
citizens only and never against the 
publie enemy.' Xaupi could certainly 
have the room when the Rotunda was 
finished, but only for teaching the 
innocent accomplishment." 

Jefferson lived his last years at 
home, near Charlottesville, Virginia, 
"very active, lively, and happy, riding 
from 10 to 15 miles every day, and 
talking without the least restraint, very 
pleasantly, upon all subjects." As death 
approached on July 3, 1826, the eve of 
the 50^ anniversary of his Declaration, 
he asked if July 4% had arrived. He 
waited and after midnight refused his 
last medicine with, "No, no more." 

His generation saw dancing аз 
recreation. "Fun" was a word identi- 
fied with "hoax" or "to make fun of." 
(Its current use as pleasure or 
enjoyment came &bout 1846.) They saw 
dancing as "bijou, one of life's 
ornaments. It's still good American 
English, defining a small, highly 
prized, ornamental piece such as à 
finger ring. Nearly British, it is 
derived from 17" century Breton 
French, biz, finger.

Just before serving, place 
frozen mixture in food processor or 5 
cup blender container. Process until 
ice is smooth and peaches are 
coarsely chopped. Spoon into indi- 
vidual dessert dishes.

Let's get with the program, call- 
ers! If you must use unusual or dis- 
continued calls, acknowledge that 
they are not on the regular program 
and workshop them first; but not at 
the NE Convention.

Step right on the right foot, step behind with the left, step right again 
with the right foot, touch the left foot beside the right (or swing the left 
foot across in front of the right). 

VINE LEFT: 
Repeat the above action moving to the left. 

TWO STEPS BACKWARD; 
Step backward on the right, close left foot to the right, step backward 
again on the right and touch the left foot behind it. 

ROCK: 
Rock forward on the left foot, rock backward on the right foot. 

STEP AND LEAP: 
Step forward on the left and leap forward on the right, turning 1/4 left 
face during the leaping motion to begin the dance again on the right foot. 

Note: Snap fingers on each beat and use plenty of body English.

In light of my complaints 
about callers who cause dance 
breakdown last month, | paid careful 
attention to the dancing success at 
the North Shore Convention. 

Iam pleased that my statement that 
the most popular N.E. callers are better 
than most is supported by what 1 
observed. | am even more pleased that 
it is not only the “most popular" М.Е. 
callers who let the dancers win. I 
watched in the Basie Hall, the 
Mainstream Hall and the Advanced 
Halls. Most of the callers - with all 
levels of experience - gave their best 
efforts to help the dancers succeed. 

Iwas disappointed, though, to see а 
caller who has been calling almost as 
long as | have, give a "bush league" 
performance. This caller not only 
didn't read the program listings in his 
Convention assignment material, he 
apparently doesn't read his 
CALLERLAB mailings either. He twice 
called Remake the Thar ín the Plus 
Hall. That call got dropped from the 
Plus list in 1997, 

Back to the good stuff - at the Trail 





Ош Dance on Sunday there was some 
pretty fine calling by some fairly new 
(and young) callers. It is a real 
pleasure to see the number of good, 
younger callers we have in this area. 1 
started my first New England club 
when | was 25 - and most of the dancers 
were in their 30's. If we want to spread 
an awareness of the joys of square 
dancing to à new generation, we will 
need younger callers. In М.Е. we have 
some good ones coming along. 

We have a wonderful recreation to 
offer folks who no longer need to 
dedicate their whole lives to their 
children. There will soon be many 
more of those folks in our society. If we 
can invite them in, teach them well and 
provide places where they can dance 
successfully, they will love square 
dancing as much as we do. 1 think our 
callers are learning the importance of 
success for the dancers. 

The big remaining question is 
whether we can persuade clubs to 
provide dances that are a comfortable 
place for first year dancers to gain 
experience. There are a few Main- 
stream dances available but we need 
more of you to come to them with the 
new dancers.

Over one hundred and sixty mem- 
bers, former members, and invited 
guests attended the Square Riggers An- 
nual Dinner/Dance on May 14 to pay trib- 
ute to the Thompsons on the "eve" of 
their imminent retirement to Maine.

Also Shawn Cuddy, current 
Chairman of NECCA, Anna Dixon, 
President of the Square Dance Foun- 
dation of New England, Joe and Phyllis 
Casey, Chairman of the Yankee Clipper 
Award Committee, Veronica McClure, 
former regular cuer for the Club and 
Ellis Ring, the Proprietor of Lake Shore 
Farm and his guest. 

The Thompsons were presented 
with monetary gifts from both the Club 


and from present and former members. 
They were also presented an illustrated 
copy of the “Tribute” script and a scrap- 
book of cards and well wishes. 

Club member Dick Floyd wrote 
new lyrics relating to John and Judy 
which were sung to the tune “You Are 
My Sunshine”.

Standing ovations at any function 
are not easy to come by. Yet, at this 
year's CALLERLAB Annual Conven- 
tion in Dallas, that is just what 
happened.

As all of this was happening, 
another idea was born. Why not make 
it REALLY special?

Parnell, Mike Seastrom and Jerry 
Story recorded what may very well be 
the most inspirational square dance 
tune ever recorded, 

On Tuesday, Larry Cole, the 
Chairman of the Board of CALLERLAB, 
heard the rough mix of the vocal, He 
spoke with the Executive Director, 
George White. George revamped the 
Tuesday night banquet to include a live 
performance during the banquet. After 
the performance, the auction for 
record number 001 was held. Doug and 
Tony had hoped to raise $300 or $400. 
The bidding was fast and furious, and 
the $400 mark was surpassed in 
seconds. When the smoke cleared, the 
winning bid was an amazing $2,000 by 
Bill & Peggy Heyman.

A great fashion this year is the vest. 
There are so many creative things you 
can do with them besides just making 
them from whatever fabric you pur- 
chase. I have been playing with doing 
some Crazy Quilt vests. A great way to 
utilize all those scraps you save (1 
cannot stand to throw away fabric if it 
is a large scrap or 1/4 yard or more). 

There are 2 ways to do the Crazy 
Quilt type vest front. Start with an odd 
shaped piece for the center. | use either 
а 5-sided figure or a 4-sided piece with 
not one of the sides the same length. 
Again, use like tones, either all dark 
tones or all light tones. 1 keep adding 
until I have enough to cover the vest 
front pattern and then make another 
one for the other vest front. I then top 
stitch with decorative thread and 
decorative stitches from my machine. 
Or you can sew pieces together until 
you have a large enough piece to cut a 
6-1/2 inch square from it. Turn your

squares in different directions when 
you cut them, then you stitch the 
square together to form your vest 
fronts. Embellish your square before 
you stiteh them together. Гуе done a 
couple using these techniques, one of 
them I even used crochet pieces I found 
in my mother-in-law's things when she 
passed away. | don't crochet so | knew 
I would never do anything with all the 
rounds we found; this was a fun way to 
utilize these items. 

Another fun thing to do with a vest 
is to take apart old ties and stitch them 
together to either give you an up and 
down line, a diagonal line or a 
horizontal line. You can either use 
them as angular pieces or cut them into 
straight line stitches. You are only 
limited to your imagination. | made a 
Christmas vest using the Crazy Quilt 
pattern and it really came out neat. 

While I am talking about holidays, I 
tried something new for Pat and 1 this 
year. | made a yoke that I can baste 
stiteh to a shirt in the holiday motif 
(i.e., Halloween, Christmas, Valentine's 
Day, etc.). When the holiday comes, I 
baste it to an appropriate colored shirt 
and then make an overskirt that I wear. 
This way | am not making complete 
outfits that are only worn once a year. | 
have a Christmas skirt I made almost 
20 years ago and dancers always say 
what a beautiful skirt. When I tell them 
how old it is, they are amazed, but I 
only wear it 2 of 3 times in any year.

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THE IMPORTANCE OF DEFINITIONS 


by Ed Foote, 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 





Janet Neumann from Maryland is consid- 
ered one of the best dancers in the country. She feels 
knowledge of definitions is vital. Here are her thoughts on 


the subject, as reprinted from Pacesetter magazine. 


"Definitions are the most important 
fundamental you can have. We all learn 
how to do calls by some definition, but 
often we quickly forget that definition 
and do the call by ‘feel.’ 

"Most calls can be done from many 
positions even though most callers may 
only routinely use them from a few. I 
believe that knowing and saying the 
definition quietly to yourself while doing 
each and every call is absolutely crucial 
for success. The Basic and Mainstream 
definitions are the most important, 
because they are the building blocks for 
all future calls learned. 

"You may think it is foolish to 
say to yourself "half right and half 
left" when you hear Swing Thru, but 
if you always did that, you would 
have no trouble doing it from a left- 
hand wave, a tidal wave, or a 
phantom setup. 

"Sit down with a list of calls from 
Basic up to the level you are dancing 
and then say the call and follow by 


saying the definition. If you cannot 
quickly state a definition, you need to 
study. Only when you have the 
definitions readily available in your 
brain, will you be able to execute 
them in the square at a dancing pace. 

"And back to teamwork, if the 
person beside you seems to be 
hesitating, saying the definition a 
little louder so they сап hear it may 
mean the difference between continu- 
ing to dance or squaring up at home 
waiting for the next sequence. 

"If you do not know or don't think 
you have a good definition of a call, 
ask someone." 

Good advice from Janet. Remem- 
ber the well-known slogan: "If you 
don't know the definition, vou don't 
know the call." Being able to say a 
definition in words will eliminate 
countless breakdowns, and thus will 
enable both. yourself and your 
squares to have a much more 
pleasant square dance experience.

We received from Reverend Maurice 
Pearce of Florida some books, which in- 
cluded his calling notebook. Along with 
it was an interesting letter that we share 
with you. His involvement in the square 
dance activity goes back to the days be- 
fore WWT. He was Activities Director in 
а large downtown parish in Baltimore. 
There were many military and naval in- 
stallations near the city At those loca- 
tions there was much unrest after train- 
ing was done among the draftees. 

The military authorities contacted 
the Baltimore churches and arranged 
for them to entertain the men over 
weekends. Arrangemenis were made 
for a team to come down from the School 
of Recreation in New York. He was 
asked to attend to learn recreation 
methods, Square dancing was the fur- 
thest from his mind. Before the night 


was over he was square dancing. Sub- 
sequent visits by the team qualified him 
to conduct a complete evening of 
squares, long ways, rounds, imprompto 

dramaties, etc, He found it to be fun. 
As we entered WWII in 1941 the 
draftee's visits were called off, At that 
point he was contacted by churches, 
synagogues and accommodated them for 
free. When the demand became too tax- 
ing and he had to pay musicians, he be- 
gan to eharge, Would you believe $15.00 
a night and $15.00 more for the musi- 
cians. He quit when he was ordained in 
1957. He indicates that at 88-1/2 he is 
loosing his vision (eyesight). This does 
not take away his real vision when he 
advanced square dancing as the out- 
standing entertainment medium it is. 
Thanks Maurice for sharing this with us.

2. Whenthe caller calls "Seat," each person in the square leaves the square and 
picks a new partner. 

3. Make two new squares and begin dancing. Music will be continuous. 

i. Caller will call "Seat" again. Each person in squares will pick a new partner 
who is not dancing. 

5. This continues until there are no more squares to be made up. 


Following are other variations of “Scatter Dance” after the sets are formed and 
dancing.

1 recently received a letter from a 
caller commenting about my recent 
obsession with squares breaking down. 
He agreed generally but then went on 
to comment about another of my 
favorite topics - smoothness. Не 
observed that he had been in some 
squares at the Convention that were 
anything but smooth. He also noted 
that some of the roughness was by 
other callers who were in his squares. 

He said he had recently been ata 
dance where the caller was "stop- 
and-go" all night long yet the 
dancers were enthusiastic about his 
calling. His conclusion - whieh 1 
share -is that dancers are not taught 
much about smoothness these days. 
In fact, we suspect that there are a 
bunch of folks out there who don't 
know what smooth dancing is. And 
some of them are callers. 

Now I'm perfectly willing to give up 
smoothness in return for some excit- 
ingly different choreography. But, 
please, not all night long. И is true 
that a caller may have to resort to 
some hesitation between calls in order 
to assure that the dancers get through 
an unusual bit of choreo. When the 
dance routines nre that unusual all 
night long it feels more like an

We wonder, these days, why we have 
so much trouble selling square dancing. 
Perhaps it has something to do with the 
disappearance of the feeling of dancing 
from our activity. We've been proud of 
the fact that square dancing is mental 
activity in addition to dancing. New 
recruits sometimes discover that it 
is almost entirely mental challenge 
with the music relegated Lo noise in 
the background. 

A recent survey in England learned 
that, of more than 1800 people who 
started class, only 400 graduated. 1 
suspeet the numbers are similar in 
New England. Could some of this be 
because class doesn't feel much like 
dancing? Could it be that some of the 
folks who have given up square 
dancing did it because it stopped 
fecling like dancing? 

Over the past eouple of decades 
we've learned a lot about the 
technology of square dancing and 
calling. Smoothness and the feel of 
dancing is not an area that we've 
even studied very much. It is treated 
lightly, if at all, in caller schools and 
is rarely mentioned in elass or at elub 
workshops. Perhaps we should give 
it more attention

NEWS FROM THE ARCHIVES

We have for 
sometime in our ramblings through 
New England's dance history come 
across their names, but knew little 
about their contribution to the activ- 
ity. Needless to say they were among 
our dance pioneers. 

Her love of dance brought about a 
demonstration group who traveled New 


England introducing round dancing 
along with the birth of the Atlantic Con- 
ventions. The tray has gold engraving 
around the edges with the titles of her 
round dances, Lady Bogart's Reel, 
Sacketts Harbor, Banks of the Dee and 
Brown's Delight. The mid-portion of the 
tray has gold autographs of Harold and 
Bernice (Matteson), Frank and Ethel 
(Adams), Walter and Marion (Reed), 
Bob and Ruth (Johnson), Howard and 
Marion (Hogue), Wilbert and Claire 
(Carroll), Wayne and Wenonah (Harlow), 
and John and Isabel (Kobrock). We thank 
Ginger for donating the tray to the Foun- 
dation, as it is a significant reflection on 
our dance history.

Dick Leger 
August 17, 1999 


Richard M. "Dick" Leger, 74, the 
internationally known square dance 
caller, teacher and recording artist for 
more than 47 vears, died August 17. He 
and his wife, Sue, had been married for 
54 years, Known as "The Man With the 
Guitar", his custom of playing the guitar 
while ealling and singing was unique. 

During World War ll, he served in 
the Naval Air Corps. For most of the 
war, he was stationed in Bajia, Brazil, 
flying anti-submarine patrols as а 
radioman on PBY and PBM subhunter 
planes off the South American coast, 
He was a draftsman for 26 years before 
retiring in 1971 to pursue his square 
dance career full time. 

Dick worked his way into the 
square dance world via, Sue, who 
played the piano in her mother's 
square dance orchestra. Because Sue 
did not drive, Dick did the ehauffeuring 
and while attending the dances, he 
began learning some of the routines. 
Endowed with a good musical back- 
ground, Dick was a self-taught caller, 
With the introduction of western 
square dancing into New England, Dick 
set the course he believed necessary 
for the perpetuation of present-day 
square dancing; a blending of the 
intricacies of the western figures with 
the time-tested fun philosophy of the 
eastern dancing, 

He recorded dozens of instructional 
and professional albums and records, 
many of which are still in use in

classrooms today. Two of his. best- 
known releases were “Mary Ann” on 
Folkraft, and "Marina" on the Top label, 
He was inducted into the Internationa! 


Square Dance Hall of Fame, Los 
Angeles, in 1978, and received the 
CALLERLAB Milestone Award, its 


highest award, in 1955. In 1994, he was 
named to the Square Dance Foundation 
of New England's Hall of Fame. And in 
1996, he and Sue received the New 
England Square and Round Dance 
Cooperation Committee's Yankee Clip- 
per Award for a lifetime of dedication 
and commitment to square dancing. 
During his 45 years as a member on 
the Narragansett Callers Association 
in Rhode Island, he served the 
organization as president, vice presi- 
dent and treasurer. Dick was the 
Rhody Merrymakers Square Dance 
Club's first and only caller for 40 years, 
and conducted tours and square dance 
weekends from New England to the 
Caribbean, Hawaii, Australia and 
Europe. He was chairman of tne 
CALLERLAB Timing Committee. Dick 
trained hundreds of callers and 
conducted more than 50 caller

As [write this I have just returned from 
teaching at a school for callers in South 
Carolina, We had 15 students with 
experience ranging from 1 to 25 years. 
People (and some other callers) often 
wonder why a caller with 25 vears of 
experience who is calling regularly for a 
couple of clubs would go to a caller school 
Those who came to our school used words 
like "LeellikeI'minarut" and “I'm hoping 
to get my batteries recharged.” 

As the instructors we know that 
much has changed in the last 20 vears. 
We can share with them information 
about the technology of calling that has 
been learned in that time. We also 
know that anyone at a school only 
hears part of what is said because 
there much to learn. — The 
CALLERLAB recommended course for 
a caller school includes 21 topies. They 
are such subjects as Formation 
Management, Choreographie Control 
Methods, Ethics and Showmanship.

There аге techniques that we ean 
offer for helping callers get the dancers 
back to their original corners. We can 
show them how to inerease the variety 
in their programs and to stay on pitch 
in singing calls, Less easily taught are 
ways of putting on à good show and 
really "selling" the singing calls. One of 
the most difficult things to teach a 
caller is how to keep the dancing 
smooth and well timed, Before they 
ean aecomplish that they must know 
what each call does to the dancers from 
each of the setups in which it is used. 

Being a good ealler takes a lot of 
work. It's rare to find someone who 
can do even a moderately aeceptable 
job of calling à full evening dance 
within 5 vears after deciding to become 
а caller. These days most who want to 
call do attend at least one week-long 
school. Most will attend more than one 
of these schools in the first 5 vears. 
They will also spend hundreds of hours

studying what the calls do to the 
placement of dancers in the square. 
They will try to get 8 people together to 
let them practice with “real” people 
and they may invest in a computer 
program that helps them to study. 

In that first 5 years most new callers 
will invest somewhere near $3000 in 
equipment and near half of that in 
caller schools. One of the subjects that 
generates some interest at schools is 
how much a night of calling is worth. 
Clubs sometimes seem to feel that 
callers charge too much. Callers 
sometimes fcel the clubs don't appreci- 
ate the investment they have made to 
learn their craft. 

One fact 1 know is that the 
maximum "flat rate" that a caller can 
charge and a club can pay has not 
increased in the past 25 years. Clubs

tend to think that callers have no 
expenses - even when they drive 400 
miles to get to and from the dance. 
Callers tend to think that clubs are 
supposed to be "non-profit" organiza- 
tions and should not expect to make a 
lot of money on a dance. One problem 
we face together is that the cost of 
suitable halls has gone up faster than 
we have increased the admission cost 
for an evening of dancing. 

At our school the staff worked hard. 
So did the students. They were there, 
mostly, in the hope that they could 
learn something that would let them 
make dancing more fun for you, the 
dancers. They are a hard working, 
dedicated bunch - even while they enjoy 
doing it. The next time one of us calls a 
particularly good tip we sure would 
appreciate hearing that you enjoyed it.

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THE DECLINE OF GROUP 
SOC EVENTS 





by Ed Foote, 


Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 





Previously in this column I listed the 3 main reasons for the 
decline of all group social events in this country, which of course 
includes square dancing. These are: (1) the availability of video 


tape rentals, beginning in the 


inexpensive home entertainment; (2) 
the large increase in working wives at 
the start of the 1990s, causing them to 
want to stay home after work rather 
than go out; (Today, almost 4 out of 5 
couples have both partners in the labor 
force, compared with 1 out of 5 in 1950.) 
and (3) the internet boom of the mid- 
1990s, causing people to want to stay 
home and use their computer. 

Two additional factors ean also be 
seen. One is the explosion of cable tv 
channels and home satellite dishes. As 
with video rentals, this enables people 
to be entertained at home rather than 
going out. 

A second factor, not widely dis- 
cussed or even realized, is the 
increased number of hours spent at 
work, According to a survey by the 
Families and Work Institute of New 
York, over the past two decades the 
time spent at а full-time job has 
inereased from 13.6 to 47.1 hours per 
week. Then add the fact that many 


late 1980s, thereby providing 


people now eat lunch at their desks 
rather than go out, The result is that 
people ure exhausted at the end of the 
day, so they want to stay home, 

In addition, work follows many 
people home, via pagers, cell phones 
and computers, so people want to stay 
there. Some people have a second job 
or hobby they pursue on their com- 
puter at home, 

Why are people spending more time 
working? An article in Modern Matu- 
rity lists these reasons: (1) the “I want 
it all now" mind set, which causes 
people to purchase big ticket homes, 
cars, vacations. ete. now instead of 
saving for this; (2) fear of losing one's 
job: (a) "Ill work harder so I won't be 
let go.” or (b) “TI make more money 
но soll haveanestegg when Lam let 
go,” or (е) “ГИ work a second job so 
when | lose my main job ГЇ still he 
emploved:” (3) the emotional demands 
of home have become so complex that

What to do with all those left over scraps 
of fabric from your sewing projects or, 
Honey, will you please get rid of some of 
this STUFF in the sewing room? 


I know most of you have some, (or 
lots of) left over fabric from your 
sewing projects, just taking up valu- 
able space. Now, this space is very 
valuable because it can be used for new 
purchases of fabric, right? Well, Iam no 
different, but I have found a way to put 
most of the fabric to good use. 

I make placemats, napkins, and 
even hankies. Some of these have been 
given as gifts, some kept for my own 
use, and some just given. Let me 
explain how easy this can be. 

I originally purchased a pattern for 
placemats and through the years I have 
adapted it to my way. 

If lam making 4 placemats, I cut out 
4 sides of one fabric and then use 
another fabric, usually one to compli- 
ment for the other side, which makes 
this a reversible placemat. It is very 
inexpensive to keep a roll of batting 
(fleece) on hand. You can usually buy 
this by the yard or already prepack- 
aged. І buy the prepackaged crib size,

it's 45" by 60" by 1/4 inch thick. I can 
usually make 10 to 12 placemats from 
one package of batting and the cost of 
the batting is usually under $4.00. Lay 
the placemat cut outs on the batting 
and cut out 4. You will be sandwiching 
the batting between the fabric. The 
easiest way that I have found is to pin 
through all thickness in several places, 
or use clothes pins, the kind that pinch, 
to hold everything together. Don't be 
skimpy with the pins, this can save you 
from a headache and (or) heartache 
when you are at the machine. There are 
several ways to finish the raw edges. If 
you have a serger, do it the easy way 
and just serge around all the outside 
edges. You can use contrasting, 
coordinating or even designer thread 
in your serger. If you don't have a 
serger, then you can zigzag with a tight 
stiteh length all around the edges. If 
you have a straight stitch machine, you 
can still stitch all around the raw edges 
and then finish with bias tape, a

purchased ruffle or a ruffle that you 
have made that will coordinate with 
both fabric choices. Most of us have bits 
and pieces of laces and ribbons left in 
our "left over pile.” Use some of the 
ribbons to make designs on plain fabric, 
and you can use lace on some fabric to 
“faney it up" to make some really nice 
one of a Kind tea time placemats, 
Napkins are the easiest ever. Just 
make sure they are not skimpy. It is 
really neat to make matching napkins 
or at least coordinating in some way 
with the placemats. You can do a 
narrow rolled hem on your serger, а 
narrow hem on the regular sewing 
machines, or even stitch two rows of 
stitches close together (similar to top 
stitching) all around the four sides and 
then pull threads to make a fringed hem. 
Hankies ean be made from the 
sheerest fabrie vou have on hand. | 
don t own a faney machine that ean do 
all those faney stitches in multiple 
Mine is an old Singer Slant 
Needle with the drop in cams (remem- 
ber those). | use the same eam (£11 - 
"ribbon ") on all the hankies and some 
placemats that I have made. On some | 
used just one line of stitehes in the 
same color as the fabric, this is an 
elegant look. On others | used different 


colors

colors for two rows of stitches. The 
hankies | made were used by me that 
match my square dance outfits, to help 
with the glistening that we "southern 
belles sometimes have a problem with, 
given to my mom, and to special friends 
that appreciate the hankie age. 

There is something special about 
giving something that vou made to your 
special friends and relatives, It doesn't 
require expensive fabric and time 
consuming patterns. Remember that 
some of our heirlooms were made from 
evervday items, but with lots of love. No 
one need know that you did not go out 
and spend time looking for just the 
right fabric to purchase for their 
special gift, they just know that you 
thought of them. 

Hey, you ean even keep some of these 
items for yourself, Let me know what you 
do with your leftovers. | know we never, 
never just throw them out, so let me know. 

Remember, sewing is a gift, not 
everybody has the patienee or ereativ- 
ity to sew, so enjoy this special gift.

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The Hollywood Connection 


Movies helped to fuel Square Dancing's rise in popularity. 


Following WWII Square Dancing 
enjoyed a large boost in popularity. 
"Thanks to the efforts of Lloyd "Pappy" 
Shaw and his Cheyenne Mountain 
Dancers, Modern Western Square 
Dancing was born. 

The post war nation was ready to 
settle down and raise families. Many 
thousands of young couples were 
looking for activities outside of the 
home. Square dancing fit the bill for 
many of them. The nation was locked 
into a fascination with the Old West 
way of life mainly fueled by Hollywood. 
Hundreds of western films were 
produced in the 40's and 50's. The 
earlv days of television were also 
dominated by westerns. 

The cowboy image was in, and the 
old time dances portrayed in the films 
were popular with the public. Square 
dancing fit the Hollywood image of the 
time. The western wear, the music, 
and the dancing all fit the image 
Hollywood had created. It was what 
the public wanted. As a result, square 
dancing enjoyed a huge growth rate in 
the late 40's and 50's. 

Below is a partial listing of the 
movies that have sequences with old 
lime square dancing, contra dancing, 
English country dancing, quadrilles, 
reels, or circle dances. There were 
many more movies that had other forms 
of dancing during that period. Musicals 
were also very big during that era. 

Even with this partial list, it can 
be seen how dominant the old time 
dancing was in the movies in the 
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by John Brant 


40's and 50's. Out of the 39 movies 
listed here, Б2% were made in the 
40's and 50's. Starting in the 60's, 
there was a large drop off of 
dancing being portrayed in the 
movies, both square dancing and all 
other forms of dancing, 

Could the rise and fall of the 
popularity of square danging have 
anything to do with the influence of 
Hollywood? There certainly seems to 
be a correlation. There were several 
factors that lead to the rise of square 
dancing. The Hollywood influence 
certainly added to the excitement of 
the time for the dance. 

These are some of the movies that 
have sequences with old time square 
dancing, contra dancing, English 
country dancing, quadrilles, reels, 
or circle dances.
